vations, arid ſhewving how the Witnefles do agree after the 
Evidence given thai before, Therefore, my Lord, I ſhall at 
preſent only make aſhore Narrative of the fact, to ſhevy you 
the courſe of our Evidence, that it may be the better under- 
ſtood and remembred by the Jury. | . 

My Lord, upon the diſcovery of thelatc-horrid Plot,

Mr, Attorney General, If your Lordſhip pleaſe, you may 
call it ſo, for tis to'be feared they have nor yet given it over - 
But upon the diſcovery of that Plor ( call it late or preſent } 
Sir Edmondbury Godfrey ( whom, I ſuppoſe, the Jury all 
knevy » and eyery man, that lived there abouts , muſt needs 
remember to' have been a very uſefnl 'and ative Juſtice of 
the Peace) had taken ſeveral examinations about this matter , 
and perhaps ſome more than now are extant- (but we haye 
proof he had ſome) and was very induftrious in finding out 
the principal Actors inthis Plot, among whom, ſome Prieſts 
and Jeſuirs forefecing their own danger, and likewiſe the 
overthrow of a deſign which they had been fo long in con- 
triving , they had ſeveral Confulcations hovy to prevent che _ 
diſcovery, And as they are men, who never tick ar 
blood bur rather ' account it meritorious to ſhed it, cthonzh 
never ſo unjuſtly when their Intereft may be proficed by it, 
they did reſolve to fecure themſelves and' their defign' by cake- 
ing away rhe lite of this Gentleman, In order thereunto they 
had ſeveral meetings, andthe place of their meeting, you will 
find by the Evidence, to beartthe Plow Ale-houſe, and chere 
they did: conſult how to take away the life of Sir Eamondbury

He coming from aboiit' St. Clements Church: towards his owti 
houſe near Charing-Croſs, -n6tice was given to the Murderers of his 
approach near to Sommerſe-houſe, : And thusthey had latd their 
Bloudy contrivance : Some of them' were appointed to; meet 
him at the Back-gate of Sommerſet-Honſe, and toinform him that 
there was a Quarrel in the Yard, and He being a man. alwayes 
careful to keep the Peace and puniſh them that broke! it, they 
thought it a very apt tmcans to train him into the Yard. And 
when He came near the back-gate they did accordingly acquaint - 
him that Two of the Qyeens Servants were highting in the'yard, 
and that they needed his preſence to part and :quiet them. He at 
firſt, thought it might be but ſome ordinary idle ſcuttle, and was 
not willing to go down, but being very much importun'd by 


them, down he went through the back-gate into. the | yard, 


where were indeed. two men fſcuffling together, but counter- 
feitly, the one was Berry the Priſoner here, the other was: Kelly 
the Prieſt that is run away. And when Sir Edmundbury Godfrey 
was come, and within their reach, then, as it was before contrived, 
the Fray of it ſelf ended, and Berry goes to-the lower water-' 
ate, and Mr. Praynce- ( who was in that- foul fat, but hath 
Noce repented, and hath 'made this diſcovery.) to the upper- 
gate, to keep back any caſual paſſengers for a little whale, -till 
{ſuch time as the murder was over. EET . 
My Lord, Things being thus prepared, whilelt Sir Edmund- 
bury Godfrey ſtood {till, or was returning, - having no more to 
do there, after the ſcuffle was thus appeaſed, Green one: of the 
Prifoners, coming behind-him, puts a-Cravat, or a Twiſted 
linnen cloth, ( which he had ready for the purpoſe ) about his 
Neck. - And He, Hi/l, and thoſe holy Fathers Girald and Kelly 
( with great veneration be-it ſpoken, for men of their Order t& 
{tain their hands with the bloud of an Innocent Gentleman, and 
that in ſo Treacherous a. manner ) -All ſet upon him, and very 
manfully, being Four upon one, arid he altogether ſurprized, 
threw him down and Strangled him. And'this was done' ( as 
it 1s ealte to imagine ) without much noiſe, ſo that T doubt"not 
but many that: were near the place might be ignorant of it and 
did not hear it. 

My Lord, Though the thing was done with a great Zeal, and 

a very good will to diſpatch him, yet it ſo happened, that when 
Mr. Praunce came back from keeping Sentinel at the Gate, there 
was ſome life left in Sir ' Edmundbury Godfrey, he did fiir his 
D feet, 
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- feet, andthereby they perceived that he wasnot quite dead. But 7 | 
to make through work with him, Green, ( who begun, and was , 
to give an accompliſhment to this bloudy fact ) takes hold of his | 


Headand twiſts his Neck round, and ſtamps upon his Breaſt, 
the marks of which outragious cruelty did plainly appear in his 
body after it was found. 

My Lord, after they had thus kill d him, Girald the Prieſt 
thought he was not yet dead enough, and was very willing to 
run him through with Sir Edmundbury's own Sword, but that was 
not liked by the reſt, leſt it might be diſcovered by a great effu- 
fion of bloud in that place : and ſo they forbore it for that time. 
Having thus diſpatch'd him, they removed him to the Chamber 
of Hill where they kept him ſome time, and after that to another 


Chamber. I will not be particular herein becauſe the Witneſs . 


will give the beſt account of it. But after ſome time, ( 1 de- 
fire 1t may be obſerved ) 'twas on Monday night ( two nights 


after the fat was committed ) they brought him into another 
Roomand laid him there, with a Cloak thrown over him. And 
I mention this laſt ſo particularly, becauſe he then happened to 
be ſeen by another witneſs here preſent, who concurs as to his _ 
lying there dead, and that he ſaw hin by the help of a dark Lan- -- 
thorn, of which, and other Circumſtances, 1 ſhall have occa- ' 


fion to make uſe hereafter. 


My Lord, - After he had lain in Sommerſet-Houſe ſome days; ] 


._ they thought it was high time to .remove him, or rather to ex- 
ſe him : for having now killed him they . did endeavour-to kill 
his Reputation, and lay the blame of this foul murder upon 


the innocent Gentleman, as if he had killed himſelf: And on | 
Fedneſday night, which by computation was the 161 of Ofober, 
they carried him out of Sommerſer-Houſe in this manner. Hill 


having late in the night procured a Sedan, they made a ſhift 
by bending the body to a fit poſture to crowd him into it; and 


Berry one of the murderers and Porter of Sommerſet-Houſe was of 
all men moſt proper to helpthem out with privacy, and there- * 


fore it was agreed between them, that whenever a man ſhould 
come before and make an hem, it ſhould be a ſign to Berry to 
open the Gate. And my Lord, having put him info the Sedan, 


Mr. Praunce and Girald firſt carryed him out in it to Covent Gar- + 


den, and there. they re{ted, being ſomething wearied with their 
burden, and two more ſupplied their rooms, and carried him to 
Long-Acre.. Then Girald and Praunce took him up again and

Burt on the other fide, as that will be little 
enough, yet let me give youthis comfort, you have time enough, 
if you makea good uſe of it, to make your peace with God. 

Pray let me dehort you from one thing ; and that is this, Do not 
be of the Opinion of thoſe wicked miſcreants the Jeſuites,that have 
put you upon this matter ; for I have ſo much Charity for you as 
to believe, they made it a matter of Religion to you, and juſtifiable 
upon that account, Do not think ſo, for the Law of God is indiſ- 

fible,and no power under Heaven can Licenſe to murder.So that 
though the Offence in them is abominable, yet in you *tis an Of- 
fencetoo, andan horrid one.
